UPON THE SIGN OF THE CROSS. 

This sign is prescribed in our Rituals 
to be frequently used, particularly in the 
administration of baptism, and in the 
sacrifice of the Altar, to signify that all 
grace is derived from the passion of 
Christ. The cross, besides, is marked on 
all parts of the dress of our ministers, 
and on the vessels appropriated to the 
service, to denote their destination. On 
the Altar is raised a cross with the figure 
of a dead Christ on it, to bring to our 
minds that it was he, who died for the 
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sins of tiie world, and that there it bo 
other name under heaven whereby we 
must be saved. Finally, we often sign 
ourselves with tho sign of the cross, pro* 
nouncing the words: „In the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost, Amen; 44 thereby attesting 
oar belief in the blessed Trinity, and in 
the incarnation and death of our Saviour. 

HOLT OB BLESSED WATJCB. 

From the history of the earliest ages 
of the Church, we are informed that it 
was the practice to bless all inanimate 
things destined for the use of man, and 
particularly such as were used in the 
services of religion. Thus, a blessing was 
pronounced over the water and oil used 
in the administration of the sacraments. 
Besides this, water mixed with salt that 
had been blessed , was placed at the porch 
of churches, with which the faithful 
washed their hands and signed their fore- 
heads as they entered, and with the same 
water they and other things were often 
sprinkled by the minister. Of this an- 
cient practice much still remains in the 
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Catholic Church, influenced as she is by 
the religions motives, which in this and 
other concerns, actuated the founders of 
her discipline: and laudably tenacious, as 
she ever must be, of antiquity. Salt, 
mingled with water, is deemed the em* 
blem of prudenee and incorruption: and 
the water denotes purity and innocence 
of heart ; while he that enters the place 
of worship , and applies it , with the sign 
,of the cross, to his forehead, is admonish- 
ed by the action, that with cleanliness 
of heart and hand he should appear in 
the presence of his Creator.

and we return to our evil courses. While 
thou art striking, we cry for mercy; 
when thou art merciful, we provoke thee 
to strike again. 

Behold, 0 Lord, we confess, that we 
are guilty and that, unless thou pardonfist, 
wo must perish for ever.

THE SACKAMENT OF THE HOLY 
EUCHARIST. 

A MEDITATION BKFOBB COMMUNION. 

I. Consider, first, that Jesus Christ 
our Lord, whom we receive in this 
blessed sacrament, is called in scripture, 
„the Lamb which was slain from the 
beginning of the world". [Apoe. xiil 8,] 
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Because from the very beginning of 
the world , there was no way of 
coming at God's mercy or grace, but by 
faith in a Redeemer to come, and by 
the merits of his future death and 
passion. 

IL Consider, secondly, the figures by 
which God was pleased in the Old Testa- 
ment to foreshow this sacrament ; especially 
these three : the Tree of Life, the Paschal 
Lamb, and the Manna from heaven. 

m. Consider , thirdly , the mysteries 
which we celebrate in this thrice blessed 
sacrament and sacrifice. 

Here the whole passion and death of 
Christ are solemnily acted; here the Lamb 
of God presents himself as slain to his 
eternal Father; here the death of our 
Lord, the fountain of all good, plenti- 
fully flows into our souls ; here we 
receive an assurance of the share that 
we have in Christ, and in his redemption. 
Here we partake of his Body and of his 
Spirit; here all the members of Christ 
are happily united with one another, and 
with their head , in a sacrament of love. 
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Here, in fine, we have a most certain 
pledge of everlastinglife. 

IV. Consider, fourthly, that what most 
especially calls for our devotion in these 
most holy mysteries , is the real presence 
of Jesus Christ himself, true God and 
true Man, under the sacramental veils. 

V. Consider, fifthly, how many ways 
thy Lord and thy God communicates 
himself to thee. In his incarnation and' 
hirth ... in his death ... in this 
heavenly sacrament ... in his kingdom 
above ... 

VI. Consider, sixthly, who it is that 
thou art to receive in this blessed sacra- 
ment, and who thou art that presumest 
to approach him. He is the great King 
of heaven and earth! He is eternal, 
immense , and infinite in power and 
glory; he is infinitely pure and holy. 
What a little atom art thou compared 
to him! Thou art made of earth, full 
of miseries, a little diminutive worm. j 

VIL Consider, seventhly, the happy fruits 
which this divine sacrament produces in 
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ttoose souls which frequent it with due 
preparation. „He that eateth my flesh, 
and drinketh my blood, hath everlasting 
life, and I will raise him up in the last 
day 4 *; and: , t He that eateth my flesh 
and drinketh my blood, abideth in me 
and I in him"; and: „He that eateth 
this bread shall live for ever". 

A PREPARATORY PRAYER. 

0 Lord, Jesus Christ, King of ever* 
lasting glory! behold, I desire to come 
to thee this day, and to receive thy body 
and blood in this heavenly sacrament, for 
thy honour and glory, and the good of 
my soul. I desire to receive thee, be- 
cause it is thy desire, and thou hast so 
ordained; blessed be thy name for ever. 
I desire to come to thee like Magdalen, 
that I may be delivered from all my 
evils, and embrace thee , my Only good. 
I desire to come to thee, that I may be 
happily united to thee, that I may hence* 
forth abide in thee, and thou in me, and 
that nothing in life or death may ever 
separate me from thee. I desire in these 
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holy mysteries, to commemorate, as thorn 
hast commanded, all thy sufferings, thine 
agony and Moody sweat; thy being be- 
trayed and apprehended; all the re- 
proaches and calumnies, all the blows and 
buffets, which thou hast endured for me; 
thy being scourged, crowned with thorns, 
and loaded with a heavy cross for my 
sins and those of the whole world; thy 
crucifixion and death, together with thy 
glorious resurrection and triumphant as- 
cension. I adore thee, and give thee 
thanks for all that thou hast done and 
suffered for us ; and for giving us in 
this blessed sacrament this pledge of our 
redemption, this victim of our ransom, 
this body and blood which were offered 
for us. 

AN ACT OF FAITH. 

I most firmly believe, that in this holy 
sacrament thou art present verily and 
indeed ; that here are thy body and blood, 
thy soul and thy divinity. 

I believe that thou, my Saviour, true 
God and true Man , art really here, with 
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all thy treasures; that here thou com- 
municatest thyself to us, makest us 
partakers of the fruit of thy passion, and 
givest us a pledge of eternal life. I 
believe that there cannot be a greater 
happiness than to receive thee worthily, 
nor a greater misery than to receive 
thee unworthily. All this I most stead- 
fastly believe, because it is what thou 
hast taught us by thy word, and by thy 
Church. 

AN ACT OF HUMILITY AND CONTRITION. 

But, 0 my God, how shall I dare ap- 
proach to thee, so wretched a worm 
to so infinite a Majesty? so filthy a sinner 
to such infinite purity and sanctity? 
Alas! my soul is covered with a universal 
leprosy, and how shall I presume to 
embrace thee? My whole life hath been 
nothing but misery and sin, and it is 
only thy mercy that I have not been 
long since in hell, which I have deserved 
a thousand times; and how shall I ven- 
ture so much as to lift up mine eyes to 
thee, how much less to receive thee within 
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my breast? I tremble at the sentence 
of thine apostle, that „He that receiveth 
unworthily, receiveth his own damnation" ; 
for I cannot but acknowledge myself 
infinitely unworthy: nor should I dare 
ever to come to thee, were I not excited 
by the most loving and pressing invi- 
tation, and encouraged by thine infinite 
goodness and mercy. It is in this mercy, 
which is above all thy works, I put my 
whole trust ; and it is in this confidence 
alone that I presume to approach to thee. 
* 0 Lord, I detest, with my whole 
heart, all the sins by which I have ever 
offended thy divine Majesty, from the 
first moment that I was capable of 
sinning to this very hour. I desire to 
lay them all down here by thy feet, to be can- 
celled by thy precious blood. What can I do 
for them, but humbly confess and lament 
them all my life; and this I heartily 
desire to do, and from this moment 
continually to cry out to thee for mercy. 
Hear me , 0 Lord , by that infinite love, 
by which thou hast shed thy blood for 
me. Oh! let not that blood be shed in 
vain! All my sins displease me now 
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exceedingly, because they have offended 
thine infinite goodness. By tby grace I 
will never commit them any more: I am 
sorry for them as long as I lire, and, 
according to the best of my power , will 
do penance for them. Forgive me, dear 
Lord, for thy mercy's sake: pardon me 
all that is past ; and be thou my keeper 
for the time to come , that I may never 
more offend thee. 

AN ACT OF DESIRE AND LOVE. 

As the wearied hart thirsts after the 
fountains of water, so doth my soul pant 
after thee my Saviour! my Lord! my 
Jesus! It ardently longs to drink of 
those fountains, which thy love hath 
opened for its comfort and relief. 
Tired, therefore, with my own evil ways, 
I now return hungry and thirsty, crying 
aloud have mercy on me , 0 Son of God, 
and permit me to taste of thy banquet, that 
my soul may be refreshed. 0 that I 
had the affections of the heavenly 
spirits, that my soul might truly languish 
after thee , the fountain of life , of wis- 
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dom, and of eternal light, the impetous 
torrent of celestial happiness. 0 that my 
soul did truly hunger after thee, the 
bread of angels, the food of blessed 
souls, and that all that is within me 
might be delighted with the taste of thy 
sweetness. I here despise all human 
consolations, that I may be comforted by 
thee, my only good, my God and Saviour, 
whom I love above all things and desire 
to entertain within my breast, with as 
much devotion and affection as is conceived 
by thy chosen servants, who now sit at 
thy table of celestial bliss. 

0 sweet Jesus , the God of my heart, 
and the life of my soul! I am overjoyed 
at the hearing of these happy tidings, 
that I am to go into the house of our 
Lord ; or rather that our Lord is to come 
into my house, and take up his abode 
with me. Oh! happy moments, when I 
shall be admitted to the embraces of the 
living God, for whom my poor soul 
languishes with love! Oh! come, dear 
Jesus, and take full possession of my 
heart for ever ! I offer it to thee 
f without reserve. I desire to consecrate 
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it eternally to thee. I love thee with 
my whole soul above all things; at least 
I desire so to love thee. It is nothing 
less than infinite love that bringeth thee 
to me. Oh! teach me to make a suitable 
return of love. 

A PRAYER BEFORE RECEIVING. 

It is with fear and trembling, 0 Jesus, 
that I approach thy banquet having 
nothing to confide in but thy goodness 
and mercy, being of myself a sinner, 
destitute of all virtue* My soul and 
body are defiled with many crimes; my 
thoughts and tongue in disorder, and 
under no restraint. In this wretched 
condition I hasten to thee, most com- 
passionate Physician, the fountain of all 
goodness, that I may be healed. I fly 
under the Wings of thy paternal pro* 
tection, hoping thou wilt be my Saviour, 
though I dare not appear before thee as 
my judge. To thee I expose all my 
wounds, to thee I discover all my shame. 
My sins, I confess, are so innumerable and 
enormous, as to make me despair, if thou 
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didst not encourage me to hope in thy 
mercies, which are infinite. Look, there- 
fore, on me with the eyes of compassion, 
0 Lord Jesps Christ, eternal King, God 
and Man, who wast crucified for the sins 
of men. Have mercy on me, thou inex- 
haustible fountain of goodness. Hail, 
saving victim, offered on the cross for 
me and all mankind. Hail , generous 
and precious blood , flowing from thy 
wounds, 0 Jesus! and washing away the 
sins of the world. Remember thy crea- 
ture, 0 Lord, whom thou hast redeemed 
by thy death. - I am truly sorry for my 
offences, which I am resolved to amend. 
Wash away, therefore, all my sins, and 
blot out my iniquities, that purified in 
soul and body, I may worthily approach 
the Holy of Holies, and grant that thy 
precious body and blood, which I now, 
though unworthy, am about to receive, 
may avail to a full discharge from the 
guilt of all my crimes, a victory over 
my evil thoughts , the beginning of a 
new life , the seed of good works , and a 
sure protection of soul and body against 
all the snares of my enemies. 0 my 
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God, thou knowest my great poverty 
and misery, and that of myself I can do 
nothing.
